up, Edwin Baldwick, man of sev- 
enty-two, who lives at 158 Summit Ave- 

nue, was in bed prostrated yesterday as a 
result of his experience. The robber got 
away with all the old man’s cash and} 
valuables and left him unconscious, while | 
he made his escape amid a fusillade of 
bullets from the revolvers of a policeman 
and a watchman. As in the Cornish 
hold-up, the robber dogged the footsteps 
of his victim and assailed him near his 
home. . 

Mr. Baldwick keeps a bookstore at 2,052 
Eighth Avenue. He closed his store 
about 10 o’clock on Saturday evening and 
started home by his customary route, tak- | 
ing an Eighth Avenue car to One Hun- 
dred’ and Fifty-seventh Strect, where he 
got off and walked across the footpath 
along the: south side of the bridge on 
which the New York Central trains of the 
Putnam Division cross the Harlem River. 

While walking the bridge he | 
noticed a man following him at a dis-4 
tance of about a hundred feet. He.thought | 
no further of “it at the time, as_ the} 
stranger did not seem to make any effort | 
to overtake him. 

When he had reached the Bronx 
of the bridge, which opens on Sedgwick 
Avenue, and had crossed that thorough- 
fare and begun to climb a flight of stairs 
leading to a hill above, traversed by Sum- 
mit Avefiue, he glanced behind him and | 
noti¢ed the stranger turning north in, 
Sedgwick Avenue. 

Suddenly he heard stealthy footsteps be- | 
hind him on the stairs, and facing 
about found that the man whom he had: 
noticed following him had doubled in his 
tracks and mounted the steps behind him. 
He had reached the top of the stairs by | 
this time, and determining to keep his | 
eyes on the suspicious stranger, he backed 
into a vacant plot, which provides a short 
cut to Summit Avenue and his home. {

He also took small amount of change 
and proceeded to unfasten Mr. Baldwick's 
watch guard.

Murcer! Police! Help!”

The high- 
wayman paid no heed either to his warn- 
ing or his shot. 

The watchman and Policeman 
assisted by neighbors who had been at- 
tracted by the shooting, searched the 
bushes to the west of the avenue, but no 
trace was found of the robber. The police 
believe he ran across the railroad bridge 
and got an Eighth Avenue downtown car 
on the other side. 

When they returned to the spot 
Baldwick had been attacked they found 
the old man unconscious. They took him 
to the watchman's shanty where he was |! 
revived. 

The moonlight had enabled Mr. Bald- 
wick to get a good look at his assailant. 
The police say that his description tallies ; 
wiih that of the Cornish robber in every 
respect, even to the missing front teeth. 
He wore the same kind of clothing, too, 
with one exception. The Cornish robber 
wore @ tan overcoat, and the man who as- 
sailed Baldwick had on one of glark color. 

The police learned from thef watchman 
that a man had been loitering about the 
place for the last few days until he had 
been driven away on Saturday after- 
noon. His description agreed in many 
respects with that of the robber, and 
the detectives went to his home and 
brought him to the bedside of the old book 
dealer. Baldwick, however, failed to 
identify him, and after he had given the 
police an explanation of his movements 
he was released.

Pitfalls for Government in To-day’s 
Debate on Irish Affairs. 


LONDON, Monday, Feb. 20.—Mr. Red- 
mond’s amendment to the address in re- 
ply to the speech from the throne, declar- 
ing that the present system of Irish 
Government is ‘‘ opposed to the will of 
the Irish people,’ which will be moy. 1 in 
the House of Commons to-day, is expect- 
ed to place the Government in a position 
even more difficult than the fiscal det te. 

It is so framed as to enable the Opposi- 
tion to raise the whole question of the 
position of Sir Antony MacDonnell, 
der Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, and the Dunraven devolution 
scheme, on which there is evidently much 
dissension within the Cabinet itself. It is 
anticipated that the debate will engage 
all 
Government to emerge victorious. 

Lord Lansdowne admitted in the House 
of Lords that Lord Dudley (Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland) knew that Sir Antony 
MacDonnell was helping Lord Dunraven 


in his evolution scheme, and Lord Dun- 
raven declared that Secretary Wyndham 
and Sir Antony had many long conversa- 
tions on the “condition of moderate 
opinion in Ireland.”’

COTTON INDUSTRY IN INDIA. 


Spindles Increased 1,673,663 

Year—Other Statistics.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The cotton in- 
dustry of British India and its growth 
in recent years, discussed in a report just 
received by the Department of Commerce 
and Labor through its Bureau of Statis- 
| tics, is of especial interest to the people

of the United States at the present time} 
in view of recent developments regarding | 


|the cotton producing and manufacturing 
industries of this country. 

The report shows that the number of 
mills in India at the end of the fiscal 
year 1903-4 (year ending March 31, 
| 1904,) was 204, against 137 in 
| year 1893-4, and in 1908-4 the number of 
spindles was 5,213,544, against 3,539,681 in 
1893-4. The number of persons employed 
(daily average) was 186,271 in 1903-4, 
against 130,570 in 1893-4. The nominal 
capital and debentures in 1908-4 amount- 
led to about $65,000,000, of which $50,000,- 
000 was paid up. The production of yarn 
the mills for 1903-4 is reported at 
956,000,000 pounds, against 430,000,000 
pounds in 1895-6, the earliest available 
vear; the quantity of woven goods in 
1903-4, 152,000,000 pounds, against 83,000,~ 
000 pounds in 1898-7, the earliest available 
year. 

The number of spindles in the United 
States in 1903-4 was 22,850,000, against 
15,700,000 in 1893-4, an increase of 7,150,000 
spindles. The number of spindles in the 
Siates is thus about four times 
as great as that of India, while the rate 
of increase in the number of spindles in 
operation has averaged in the case of the 


United States 715,000 per annum, and in! 


| the case of India 167,000 per annum during 
the past decade.

Ducey began, “that the Government of 
these United States was not just or re- 
spectable,

which is not just.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Will you allow me to correct a double 
misapprehension on your part as to the 
action taken by the Bar Association at 
its special meeting on Wednesday eveh- 
ing, called to consider the question of the 
site of the proposed new Court House in 
New York County. 


Your editorial of this morning intimates ‘ 


that the action of the Bar Association 
was unfavorable to the legislation now 
pending, the purpose of which is to in- 
crease the powers of the Court House 
Board. On the contrary, the expression 
of opinion that the Court House should 
be located in the neighborhood of the 
present Court House and in easy com- 
munication with the new Hall of Records 
was distinctly coupled with a vote that 
the pending legislation should be 
“strongly urged.” The removal of the 
restriction to a site south of Franklin 


Street is but one of several changes pro- 
posed in the pending legislation, and all 4 


the other changes were distinctly regarded 
as desirable in any event.

The formal 
presentation was made at the Fourth of 
July celebration in Providence, where it 
was sung, | presume, by a trained chorus, 
and was well received.

PLATT HOLDS UP QUAY 
FOR EMULATION OF MEN 


A Man of Chivalry, True to Friend- 
ship Whenever Possible. 


HIS STRENGTH IN THE PEOPLE 


Clairvoyant Ability as a Political Gen- | 


eral—Lacking Votes, He Proceeded 
Intelligently to Get Them. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Senator 
Platt’s tribute to the late Senator Quay, 
which he was to have read during the 
Senate memorial exercises yesterday, and 
a quotation from which was printed in 
THE NEW YORK TIMEs to-day, appears in 
The Congressional Record. 

In this striking essay by one political 
leader on the leadership of another Mr. 
Platt incidentally expresses some of his 
own views on the essentials of leadership. 
The leadership of Platt in New York and 
of Quay in Pennsylvania were contempo- 
rary and practically conterminous, and in 
all the political fights which extended be- 
yond the borders of their own States dur- 
ing that time the two leaders worked to- 
gether. Mr. Platt’s production has noth- 
ing in common with the stereotyped Con- 
gressional eulogy. It is in full as follows: 

“Mr. President, others more familiar 
with Mr. Quay’s public life and more 
competent to proclaim his signal public 
achievements have told us the story of his 
political career. Itisa story which, while 


ef commanding, not to say thrilling, in- | 


terest, is a matter of more or less com- 
mon knowledge. My purpose will be to 
touch briefly upon some of the underlying 
qualities of his life, and to emphasize 
those characteristics to which, in my esti- 
mation, is attributable in large 


accomplish the results for which he is 
justly famous in the annals of American 
political history. 

“The value of a human life cannot be 
measured by concrete achievement alone. 
Each life carries its inspiration to hu- 
manity, and if there be any more signifi- 
cance in these memorial proceedings than 
an indication of a desire to pay reepect- 
ful tribute to the memory of beloved as- 
sociates, it must be in the fact that there 
are here held up to view those human 
traits and qualities which inspire 
lation. 

“It is doubtless true that the qualities 
more readily recognized by the superfi- 
cial observer not necessarily those 
which are dominant in any life; are not 
the qualities that denote the reculiar 
value of a life. It is quite possible we 
may discover in the character of Mr. 
Quay obscure qualities that gave his life 
its significance. 

HIS RELATIONS 

“My relations with our departed ci 
league, contrary to the general belief, 
were intermittent rather than continuous, 
and were political rather than intimately 
personal. Yet during these infrequent 
and casual relationships I came to enter- 
tain for him respect as a man and admi- 
ration as a political leader. He impressed 
me as being both courageous and versa- 
tile, and it seemed though kis cour- 
age and versatility enabled him to seize 
upon a situation, whatever its complica- 
tions, and to bear his cause himself 
into the realm of success. 

**He was a born political general, who 
could... make political campaign with 
the most.meagre facilities, without com- 
missary, and win through sheer ability 
and marvelous forcefulness. 

“We have many times known the opu- 
lent elements, the powerful corporatious, 
ef his State to be aligned against him 
when he has fearlessly gone to the peo- 
ple, as he -has expressed it, to ‘carry the 
tiery cross over the State.’ The people's 
hearts, responding to the touchstone of 
his being, gave him ever the majorities 
he sought. And herein resides an ele- 
ment with which the chronicler of this 
life must reckon. 

“He had deep feeling himself and 

rot the cold, distant, grim-visaged man 
he sppeared to be. A great student of 
human nature, he could approach any 
man, high or low, on his vulnerable sidc, 
end gain a hearing and inspire friendship. 
As a political general he possessed that 
clairvoyant ability to detect the wezk 
points in his own and his enemy's lines; 
to strengthen his own and to storm those 
of the enemy. 
_ “He was not averse to fighting, 
is quite possible he maintained his pv- 
litical strength by constantly going to 
the source of all strength—to the people— 
renewing his acquaintance with them 
and their affection for him. Certain it 1s 
that his political philosophy predicatcd 
ulilty in contest, for he has often suid 
that annual elections keep political puar- 
ties strong, and are wholesome for a 
State and a nation, bringing people close 
to and enabling them to maintain an 
interest in those questions vitally affect- 
ing their own welfare. 

* I would not say that Mr. Quay delib- 
erately sought contest, but when encourt- 
ered he found in it a source of party and 
personal political strength. 

QUAY’S ATTENTION TO DETAILS. 

“The man who makes a success of po- 
litical leadership or wide administration 
is not necessarily the man who 
cerned too closely with matters of detail. 
Detail may frequently becloud judgment 
as dust caught by the wind and moved 
from its natural location may obscure vis- 
ion. Mr. Quay, however, impressed me as 
Heing the exception proving the rule in 
this respect, for he had within his grasp 
the most minute detail of the complicated 
party machinery of his State. 

‘*He planned his campaigns with great 
wisdom, never mustering his forces with- 
out feeling assured that he possessed the 
requisite votes; and if as a result of his 
estimate he appeared to lack those votes, 
he would proceed’ intelligently to gain 


them. 
** He of great tenacity of 
purpose. He never wasted effort upon 
chimera and never suffered delusion 
to possess his mind; but he never 
abandoned the effort to accomplish 
any object upon which his judgment 
passed.

HAD A FALSE BLACK EYE.” 


Defendant Made One, Plaintiff Ex- 
posed Him, Judge Laughed. 


Magistrate Baker in the Harlem Court 
was astonished when a false black eye, 
which a prisoner had made up to make it 
appear that he had suffered injuries equal 
to those of the complainant, was literally 
'torn off by the complainant, and the pris- | 
stood revealed uninjured. The man 
with the false black eye was Joseph Wein- | 
berg, proprietor of a bakery in Second 
Avenue, near Ninety-eighth Street, who, 
with his wife, Rosie, was arrested Satur- 
day night on the charge of assaulting 
Joseph Laubenstein, former partner in 
the business. 

Laubenstein sold out his share in the} 
business to the Weinbergs Saturday, and | 
when the three were closing up the details 
of the transfer a quarrel arose. It culmi- 
nated when Laubenstein got a teacup in 
his left eye, which sadly damaged both the } 
missile and the target. Weinberg got a 
slight seratch under his right eye, but 
this injury seemed so unlikely to impress 
the court that he improved upon it, ac- | 
cording to Laubenstein. With strips of 
court plaster, cotton, and gore taken from 
the cut on his cheek he constructed an 
eye that appeared to have been badly | 
hurt, and so Magistrate Baker remarked 
when Weinberg and Laubenstein stood to- 
gether before him.
